Any Words, Signs or Geftures, which by common 

Cuftom and Interpretation are accounted Swear- 

Ing, Or are taken to import fomething more than a 

bare Affirmation or Denial, ought upon this Score 

to be wholly avoided. For a Man may Swear 

without faying a Word, if he only utes fuch a 

Sgn or Getture as in common Efteem figuifies cal- 

ling God to Witnels. Thus when a Man does ina 

folean manner lay his Kgland upon his Breaft, or 
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hold up his Hands and Eyes to Heaven, what is 
this leis than Swearing, if the intention of the 
Mind be contidered therein, which God chiefly re- 
gards 2? And tho’ the outward Forms and Modes of 
Swearing be different in all Countries. yet the Rea- 
fon of chem is the fame, what ever Signs or Words 
are uled.

Heat, we moan that he % a Mam of Courage. Now, 
not dov btirg but fome Men have larger Heares than c- 
tiers, 1 deve to be inform'd, whether that apparent 
diffrent: ao, C ucage in Men, does not proceed from 
thence, 1, e. iT “ether he ehat bas a greater Heart, B 
mot always move Bold and Cettraztous than be that has 
a leffer: O from what other Caufe # tis difference, 

4, The Heart was by the Ancients efteemed the 
Seat of the Soul, and is therefore both by them 
and others uled co fignifie the Soul; forhar a Man 
of a Great Sout is called a Man of a Great Heart, 
Greatne(s of Soul or Heart being attribuced chiefly 
to Menof Courage. which has been always efteem- 
ed the mo!t Nob'e and Hercick Virrue of the Mind 
and fo 1s likewile called Magnanimity. But they 
that uled this maoner of Speaking, did it not out of 
an Opinion that the Greatnefs ot the Soul was pro- 
portionable to that of the Heart, which they knew 
was falfe; but only becaufe ( as we have already 
faid) tbe Heart and Soul meant figuratively the 
fame thing. Every Day's Experience fhews chat 
Greatnefs of Heirs (literally fpeaking) contri- 
butes nothing to a Man’s Courage: But where this 
Virtue is not acquired purely by the ftrength of 
Reafon cr Relolution, or by an habicual Acquain- 
tance with Dangers, we find the moft apt natural 
Difpofttion for it is a Sanguine Compiexion and a 
brisk Motion of the Animal Spirits. For Men {o 
qualified are naturally moft apt to defpife Dangers, 

Q. What % the Caufe of Fgs ? 

A. The Earth fends out nor only watery bur alfo 
dry Exhalations, the firft of which ( being com- 
monly called Vapours} are the Materials of a 

Be Cloud 
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Cloud. and fall down in Rain, the other of a Mift 
or Fog, which is brought down to the Barth both 
by the Weight of irs Matter and by a Croud of 
rainy Drops which it draws down along with it. 
Hence Places that are high and near the Clouds are 
(:bjedt toa Mii almoft every Shower, which is the 
Realon why a mift i$defined the Superfluous, dry and 
dark Part of a Cloud lying upon the Earth, Some 
Milts indeed, efpecially thofe in the Winter or in any 
cold Seafon are wholly compofed of Vapours, the 
Sun having notthen ftrength enough to raife any o- 
ther fort of Exhalations. For thefe Vapours are 
condenfed by the Cold in the lower Regiors of 
the Air before they canafcend and become Clouds, 
fo that they lie as a Fog upon the Earth, till the 
Hear of the Sun rarifies them and fo caufes them to 
aicend into the upper Regions of the Air, there co 
form Clouds. 

Q. Gentlemen, What's the reafon the Sun's Heat 
ws not twice as great under the Tropic of Capricorn 
in tkeWinter Solftice, as it # under the Tropic of 
Cancer during the Summer Solftice ; fince accordir zZ 
to the beft of Modern Obfervations, the Sun % about 
twice as near the Earth at the firft period as at the 


latter, theincidence of the Solar Rays 4 at beth times 


equal, viz. Perpendicular upom one of the fropics, and 
sis demonfirabie, caeteris paribus, tbat the leat cy a- 
ny Body ( if Heat preceed from Motien ) mujt be pr-- 
portionable to the number of Rays thrown upon it, and 
eheir velocity; as likewife that the number of Rays 
thrown off in right Lines from a Body, and falling 
on another, will be proportionate to fuch a Body, from 
the radiating Point. If you'll pleafe to Anfwer the a- 
fovefaid Query, [uch a Solution wall very much Ollize, 
Gentlemen, Your Admirer, W. F. 

A. Admitting what the Querift fays, that the Sun 
is twice as near the Barth when in Capricorn as 
when in Cancer, the Force of its Heatin the frft 
Place wou’d be four times as much as it is in the 
{econd. for Heat is in a duplicate inverfe R-ti) of 
iis Diftance from the Body tharemi:s ir, Againby 
confidering the Ingenious Theorem of Mr, fal’, 
for finding the Proportion of the Sun’s Hear in a!l 
Latitudes, it would follow from the fame Suppo fi:1- 
on, that thoie that Live under the Tropic of Can- 
cer, woud feel near three times as much Hear 
when the Sun is gone from them io the other Tro- 
pic, as when he is aétually vertical to them; thar 
is, their Winter would be much Hotter than their 
Summer, if that may be called Winter when the 
the Sun is ar the greateft Recefs from them. But 
both tbele Conclutions being contrary to all Expe- 
ricnce, it is plain the Querift’s Suppofition from 
whence they neceffarily flow muft be fafle alfo, 
And if indeed there be any fuch Author as afferts 
ir to be agreab'c to the beft Modern Odfervations, 
that the Sun is twice as near the Earth when in C.v- 
pricen as when in Cancer, wecannot have any gieas 
Opinion of his Judgment and Sagacity, who can 
be Guilty of fogrofs a Miftake. It is true becaafe 
of the extream Difficulty of obferving the Sun’s 
Parallax and confequentiy its Diftance from the 
Eatth, the Aftronomers: differ confiderably upon 
this Point. But according to what we think the 
moft accurate Oblervations, the Excentricity of the 
Earth's Orbic is not above a fixtyth Part of its 
mean Diftance from the Sun; confequently the 
Difference between the Sun’s greateft and leaft Di- 
ftance from us is fo {mall, that in all Confiderati- 
ons concerning the different Degrees of the Sun’s 
Heat upon the Earth it may be fafely neglected ; 
which Mr, Halley has accordingly done in the afore. 
faid Theorem. But if we fhou’d allow it to have 
fome place in the Calculation of Heat, yet the dif- 


ference of Heat and Cold in d ferent Piaces de- 
pending much upon other Accidents, as the Neigh. 
bourhocd of High Mountains whca cil the Air 
that is brought by the Wins over them, the Na. 
ture of the Soil which varioutly recairs the Rear, 
the varicus Quantiry of Vapours and i=:balations 
rai‘eld and the hike ir cannor be expested ‘that 
Phenomena wowd in Fa¢t an{wer the Nicery of 
fuch a Calculation.
